IMPORTATION OF 
PETROLEUM. - 


THES 


NEW RULES, 

It ix notified in the Gazelle that on the 20th | 
inst. the Governor-in-Cowicil mado the following 
addition to Rule 2 of the Rules and Regulations 
published in 1000, respecting the importation of 
petroleum :— 

2a, No case containing petroleum in a leaky 
or damaged ,ondition shall be shipped or tran- 
shipped in any port in this Colony, and should
